Company’s weekly review of trade says:

The Great Aruty of Veteran* Wh« 
Koefht in the Ur bell Ion. 

Washington, April .7. — Commissioner 
Itau ci has prepared a mass of statistics 
bearing on pending pension legislation 
which must attract universal interest. 
They are not ouiy imiMirtant, hot there 
is one feature of them which will startle 
and sadden all readers. Tne country 
has long lieen aware of the rapidity with 
which tlie leaders of the war liave 
dropped off while still in the prime of 
life, and when according to all the ac- 
cepted estimated of life they had still 
the promise of many years before them. 

Gen liaaiu has pursue! this subject 
into tha records of death which the pub- 
lic archives contain, and after much 
careful study in connection with the ac- 
cepted life tables has reached the con- 
clusion that over half a million veterans 
now living, namely, .VSO.OOU, will yet 
yield up twelve years of tlieir lives on 
accouni of the wear of field service. In 
other words, the expectation of life for 
this number of survivors has, judged by 
the statistic) of those who have already 
died, been shortened by twelve years. 

This is a new view of the oust of 
saving the nation — a view which it is 
difficult for the mind to grasp in all its 
magnitude. 

Scarcely less startling are the esti- 
mates tluit 209,000 veterans will die iu 
the next six years: that in twelve years 
the number will liave reached 410.000, 
and that this roll in eighteen years will 
have swelled to 720,000 — thus duplicat- 
ing, over and over again with dead, the 
great armies of tiie Union. Gen. 
liaum's figures were prepared for the 
chairman of the houde committee on in- 
valid js-nsions, to show the probable 
cost of a service pension bill which he 
had introduced. This bill provides a 
{tension of per month for all who 
served honorably ninety days after they 
shall reach tlie age of 62 years.

SWEPT THE P ENINSULA. 

On* Hundred Hoa*e» W»*he<] Away by 
the Break — Planter* Badly Gripped. 

Arkansas City, Ark., April 7. — As 
noon as nc«-s of the break at Catfish 
Point reached here the government 
steamers Speed and Gratia ui took several 
barges to that point and brought away 
about 130 people and their effects, also a 
lot of stock, etc. Capt Tollinger. of tlie 
government service, is on tlie ground, 
doing everything he can to save life and 

{ •rojierty. Those who wish to come 'rill 
>e brought here by the government 
boats ana quarters provided for them. 

People who visited the scene of the 
disaster state that the torrent coming 
out of the ojiening has about spent its 
force. Although this is much tlie hug- 
est break that lias yet occurred on the 
Mississippi side, the territory that will 
be affected by it will be comparatively 
small. Outside of the Catfish point 
peninsula tlie water from this crevasse 
will reach but little territory tliat was 
not already inundated by tlie crevasses 
at Mound," Huntington and Offutt's. hut 
tlie destruction of property in this little 
peninsula is fearful. 

The planters who owned the planta- 
tions around Catfish Point are almost 
ruined. It is ««tim.»ted tliat over a hun- 
dred housus liave been wiudied away, 
and there is very little bay, corn or 
planting seed left The planters will lie 
so badly crippled tliat they will meet 
with considerable difficulty in making a 
crop even if tlie water recedes in time. 
The flood has left almost nothing. The 
whole bend was fill*- i with water ns 
high as that in the river within a few 
hours after the break occurred. Satur- 
day tlie lack water broke through tlie 
levee at Eutaw landing, in the lower end 
uf the bend, and it is now running back 
into the river. It is thought that sev- 
eral lives were lost.

September, but most of them liud u a- 
lured aud at that time formed brown 
tufts of stalks beating open seed-puds. ' 
Iu-doors the seeds germinated aud the ! 
young parasite fixed itself to hemp : 
when I lie taller was* about eight indies 
high, and injured Hie infested plants I 
considerably before pushing tli rough ! 
the earth. Taken together these oh- j 
serrations indicate that the injury ex- | 
tends over a considerable jierioiJ of time. ' 
and it is probable from lliern that Un- 
hemp aud tobacco is being injured dur- 
ing a couple of months. 

The injury which the parasite does to ; 
hemp and tobacco consists in uppmpri- i 
tiling the sap which these plants elab- 
orate for tiieir own use. The result is 
an enfeeldement of the infested plants 
shown in retarded growth, weakness of 
(lie stems, aud, in the case of hemp, in 
| the imperfect fiber. 

Fortunately the number of plants oti 
widch this broom-rape lives is not very 
large. In Keutucky thus far it has been 
confined almost exclusively to hemp 
and tobacco. Mr. John Hieele is the 
ouly oue, as far ns I know, who has 
seen it on anything else. He has noted 
j it on tomato. In iiis “English Hotany,” 

| Sower by states that beside the plants 
j mentioned, it grows also on sunflower, 
i knot-grass, aud archangelica, while a 
writer in the Gardener’s Chronicle for 
1880 notices a communication lo the 
Horticultural Society of Paris, in which 
it is stated that melons, cotton aud cab- 
bage are injured by it it Persia. 

The grains, grasses, clovers and many 
other plants are oot attacked by this 
j broom-rape, and may lie safely planted 
on infested land. In Ibis connection it 
is important to know how long tire 
seeds in the earth will retain their vi- 
tality, a matter which must he settled 
by experiment. A number of cases 
have been reported to me of infe«ted 
fields being planted one year in wheat 
or potatoes, and Ihe uext year again in 
hemp with the result that brooni-ra|ie 
j was still present. 

It is plainly not practicable to remove 
the parasites from a crop grown as Is 
hemp. Iu the case of laboeeo, or of 
hemp grown for seed, good may be done 
in this way by keeping the pests from 
j seeding. They are too firmly attached

A Number of Nominations to Be Acted 
on By the Senate In Secret Session. 
Contested Election Canes to Be Dis- 
posed of— Other Washington News. 

Washington, April 7 . — The time de- 
voted to the consideration of th8 Florida 
nominations in the aerate during the 
week just ended was taken from the 
time which would have been devoted to 
general executive busmens, so the execu- 
tive calendar is now prefcy well crowded 
with nominations. To dispose of these 
will be one of tbe chief duties of tbe 
senate during the week to come. So far 
as is known there are no nomination* 
now on the calendar over which there is 
likely to be a dispute, and the business 
of the secret session will therefore be 
disposed of, in all likelvhood, at a rapid 
rate.

Weather Crop Bulletin. 

Washington, April 7.— Tbe weather 
crop bulletin for the week ending Satur- 
day save: Rerent rams have placed the 
ground in excellent condition for seeding 
and farm work over t he greater portion 
of Iowa, Nebraska, Minnesota, Michigan 
and Dakota, although in the extreme 
north dry weather continues. 

Tlirougliout the winter-wheat belt 
from Ohio to Kansas and southward to 
Tennessee and Arkansas, farm work is 
I greatly retarded, owing to excessive 
1 rains, the season being from two to three 
weeks late, although wheat is reported 
as having improved and oats and grass 
j look better. 

The weather during the week affocted 
crops favorably in Louisana and Texas, 
where planting is progressing rapidly. 
In the east gulf states, while the Weather 
was generally favorable and much pro- 
gress was made in planting cotton and 
com. work was grea'Jy delayed in north- 
ern and central portions of Mississippi, 
owing toescossive rains and floods. Crops 
are much improved in the south Atlantic 
states, where good growing weather pre- 
vailed, but early crops need rain. 

The weather during the week was 
generally injurious to crops in New Jer- 
sey and New York. In the former state 
fruit and vegetables were injured and 
little progress was made in farm work.

on whose roots broom-rape grows. 
Hosts anti patasite are so much alike, 
that it is not probable that any practi- 
cable remedy of this kind will be dis- 
covered. 

Applications made to the soil with 
the object of killing the broom-rape 
seeds are more likely to prove success- 
ful Of all Ihe substances known tome, 
which have proved useful for purposes 
sucti as this, gas lime, a waste product 
in the manufacture of ordiuary ilium - 
inatiug gas, is calculated to answer 
best. It has a caustic property which 
corrodes animal and vegetable struc- 
tures with which it is brought iu con- 
tact, and is known to be useful l*ot Ii for 
killing root-eating Insects and for the 
slime fungus, which causes club-root in 
cabbage and other garden crops. On 
exposure to the air fur some time it 
loses this property and is changed 
largely to lime sulphate, in which con- 
dition it is beneficial to many plants as 
a manure. It should be applltd to the 
land in the fall of the year, about two 
tons per acre tieiug a safe quantity to 
use. and later may be plowed or har- 
rowed into the ground. Ordinarily, gas 
lime may beoblaiued of gas companies 
hy asking tor it. In Knglaud, iu some 
places, tiie demand foi it has in receut 
years become so great, that the com- 
panies charge fl 50 per carl load. 

A stimulating dressing applied to tbe 
laud cannot fail to have a good effect 
in counteracting the injury done by the 
parasite. But stable mauure or com 
post, as commonly prepired, are not to 
be recommended for the purpose lie- 
cause of the advantage they give the 
brjom-rape by rendering the soil loose. 
Crops Id fields recently wooded are es- 
pecially subject lo severe Injury, be- 
ctuteof the favoring effect to broom 
rape of dead leaves and other vegeta- 
tion in the soil. 

A rich, loose soil favors Ihe growth 
of broom-rape — a fact which has been 
noted both in the field and in doors 
Through • heaVy soil, or a packed oue, 
it does not push Its way readily. Where 
not already infested there is no reason 
why Helds In which the soil is loose 
should not be employed lor hetup or 
tobacco growing; such laud Is uol more 
liable to Invasion from outside, as far 
ns is known, than other land. The point 
worth nothiug lu this connection is 
that as between two pieces of infested 
land, one with loose and the other with 
a heavy soil, the danger is greater to a 
crop of hemp or tobacco planted iu the 
former than iu the latter, if from any 
cause it should seem expedient to plant 
iu one or the other of such fields, I 
should recommend the one with heavy 
soil, as likely to yield iu the end the 
best crop. If in special cases it seems 
best to a farmer to risk injury ou land 
with a loose soil, I would suggest that 
rolling such laud with a heavy iron 
roller will to some exteut do away with 
one of the conditions which favors in- 
jury from broom-rape.

curs also in Cbiua. That it Is dissemi- 
nated with hemp seed is well establish- 
ed. A number of facts brought out hy 
inquiry of farmers point to this as the 
means by which most of the laud here 
has become iuleeied. New laud ou 
farms 011 which the pest had not previ- 
ously been known was infested last 
season. In some cases it was found 
that where tiie land was newly invaded 
hemp seed had been recently obtaiued 
from places in which the pest was 
abundaut. Indeed, there is a strong 
probability that it has since its intro- 
duction spread from one or two places 
by this agency. 

Doubtless broom-rape may be dis- 
tributed to some extent by winds. The 
seeds are very light aud may be scat- 
tered by a breath of air. A strong wind 
blowing for several hours iu one direc- 
tion during the f»ll of t lie year would 
consequently be quite capable of sow- 
ing ttie small seeds from infested laud 
over miles of territory. 

Iu good soil and where well shaded 
tt grows to a height of about ten inches. 
The stems are ttiick, whitish, flesh)’, 
pubescent, generally branched, aud 
bear small, scale like bracts in place of 
leaves, which when old turn brown at 
the tips. The flowers are about oue- 
lialf Inch long, are white with a faint 
purplish tinge, or in somecas<s of a 
decided purple color, and are borne in 
loose spikes, each flower arising in the 
axil of a bract and tiearlug at the base 
of tbe calyx two additional slender 
bractlets, one at each side. 

Tiie seeds do uot germinate as readily 
as do most seeds, and ail attempts lo 
get them to do so hy soaking in water 
or keeping iu moist cells have failed. 
Eveu when kept witii young hemp 
they did uot germinate until the latter 
was at least six inches high. 

This is uot one of naluroe’s malad- 
justments, and the parasite ill the seed 
is iu some way informed (if I may use 
the word) w lieu its host is ready to re- 
ceive it. Previous to germination inxny 
(perhaps all) of the seeds become fast- 
ened, with other particles, to the root- 
hairs of the liost-plaut, and it may be 
that Ibe activities of these are the mes- 
sage [hat stirs the broom-rape seeds to 
activity. 

It the seed lies hi contact witii one 
of the fibrous roots of its lioet, the apex 
of the youug root at once becomes at- 
tached lo the other and grows uo longer 
than is necessary to do this. If it lies 
somedUlauce away its radicle is longer, 
and in some observed eases was several 
limes longer than tjie seed itself. As 
soon as altaebed the root begins to 



York is generally good, but peaches 
have been injured. , Frost is not yet ont 
of the ground in northern New England. 
In the southern sections of this region 
grass and rye were improved by good 
growing weather. 

Reports from Oregon indicate a late 
spring, but seeding is in progress in the 
uplands, the lowlands being yet too wet 
for farm work. Winter wheat is pro- 
gressing finely, but more sunshine is 
needed. 

SUte Department Slleut. 

Washington, April 7.— The state de- 
partment is like a clam — it is practically 
shut up. The officials who are easy of 
access are not at likerty to say any tiling 
for publication, and Secretary Blaine, 
who is, is not to be seen. All efforts to 
find out anything about the recent or 
pending investigations about the fish- 
eries question or the seal fisheries ques- 
tion in the Behring sea, or the reciproc- 
ity negotiations with South American 
republics have been futile. 

The state department officials will not 
even admit that such negotiations are in 
progress. They have even gone 60 far 
as to refuse to affirm that air. Charles 
Tupperwas in Washington, when he 
could be seen any day at the Arlington 
hotel, from which he" has made frequent 
visits to the residence of Secretary 
Blaine, half a sqnaiv distant. In fact but 
tittle or no information of public interest 
is given out from the state department, 
and Secretary Blaine, since the death of 
Walker Blaine, who was the medium of 
communication berwesn tiie public and 
the secretary, has tost in the estimation 
of many of his warmest friends much 
reputation by his sccretneas about affairs 
»f which the public has a right to be in- 
iormed. * 

Saturday's Senate. 

Washington, April 7 .— In the senate 
Saturday petitions and remonstrances 
from religious missions and conference* 
were presented against the Chinese cen- 
sus bill. Several bills were passed, in- 
cluding one appropriating £> 00,000 for 
an additional nre-proof building for the 
National museum: also tor an inspection 
of meat exports; also for the appoint- 
ment of an assistant general superin- 
tendent and chief clerk of the railway 
mail service. One hundred and thirteen 
private bills wen; passed in one hour. 
At 4:30 p. m. the uenate adjourned.

Washington, April 7. — Saturday in 
in the house Heverai bills were passed 
relating to military affairs; also for the 
removal of the naval powder magazine 
at F'ort Ellis, New York harbor. Eulo- 
gies were delivered on the late Repre- 
sentative Nutting. At 4:15 p. m. the 
bouse adjourned.

— A singu- 
lar suicide was committed in Colum- 
biana county.

At an isolated 
spot in the woods he tied his body to a 
small tree with a rope, and having 
placed his gun on tiie ground in front of 
him, he fired both barrels, blowing off 
his head. A note was found iu hig
